OLDEST PEON LABORER SALLIES 
OUT OF ‘TOWN. 


Pedro Aguilla is one of the oldest 
Mexican laborers in Los Angeles. 
Many years ago he came up the coast 
on a fishing schooner, drifting through 
the pleasant waters all the way from 
Lower California, and ever since he 
has been trying to get money enough 
to go home on. 

The little row of houses on the cor- 
ner of Bellevue avenue and Buena Vis- 
ta street, containing a motley horde of 
Peon population in their many snug 
walls, knew ancient Aguilla most of 
all. He drifted around the country, 
making money and spending it, win- 
ning pot-luck in railroad jobs, and 
blowing his makings in for one grand, 
good time, and devoutly wishing for 
means to go back to Mexico. 

Yesterday the old man, bowed but 
not broken with the weight of 78 years. 
started on his final trip to Mexico. He 
is not rich, but he has a little money, 
and the little will last him through the 
days 8 — are left.

HREE hundred Russian families, 

ever a thousand people, of the 

Czar’s former peasantry, are now 
on their way to Los Angeles from the 
East. 

They are not allied with any body 
which has preceded them to this sec- 
tion, but are simply humble, hard- 
working agriculturists, fleeing from 
oppression in their native land.

Or Buried Deep 'Neath Drifts 
of Desert Sand. 4 
Recent Storms on Salt Lake 
Railroad Line. 
Greatest Difficulty of All 
Mastered by Builders. 


W. R. Boyce, in yesterday from a 


trip up the line of the Salt Lake Rail- 
road, says that the engineers have 
just completed their stretch of track 
across the startling natural freak 
known as “The Devil's Playground.“ 
one of the worst pieces of land in the 
country to successfully cover.
